GHASTLY INDIAN RELICS.

After nearly tbn« weeks' sojonru oil 


the barren iolaud of Sau Kjoolajn n party 
of relic hniiwrs rt-acbed Long Beacb. 
Cal., loaded with tkeleious, Kkulls aud 
aucl,-iit iuipleuicuts «ind omiuuc-iiw ct 
stone aud sbells. thu remains of Indian 
tribe* wbtch iiiiiabited the now almost 
desert waste in bygone ages. 


There were 11 in the party which left 


Long Beach in the gasoline schooner 
San Clemeute for San Nicolas island, 
which lies o5 miles off the coast from 
Santa Barbara. Four days were occupied 
in the journey to the island owing to 
th» deaae tegs, and after landing the 
party tne fchooner returned to Long 
Beach and the explorers were left to 
their work. 


The party found 87 skulls buried in 


the cand of the island, hut were only 
able to secure three entire. They made 
one eicavation 20 feet square in which 
they found nine skeletons in a crouching 
attitude, as though men, women aud 
children had been buried alive. In an- 
other place they found the remains of 
hundreds of bodiea that had been burned, 
and some of the party believe that cre- 
mation was practiced by the ancient peo- 
ple of the island. 


Positive evidence was found that the 


island was inhabited by two or more 
different races in the dim past, one of 
which was of great siae. a peculiar char- 
acteristic 
being gigantic jawbones. 


Some of the specimen* of the latter 
brought by the party we almost large 
enough to slip over the bead of an ordi- 
nary man. Mr. Longfellow, one of the 
party, speaking of the trip, said: 


'One of the most interesting relies 


brought back by as was part of a skele- 
ton of a large man in whose bones a 
long bone spear point was sticking. In 
the shattered skull was a big sound 
stone used aa a war implement. The 
spear passed near the heart and entirely 
through the shoulder blade. I am sore 
that two different racea fought and died 
on the island, as most of the bodies were 
of moderate size while some were al- 
most giants. The latter were always in 
isolated graves. We found many imple- 
ments and weapons of stone, bnt all ore 
very crude and show almost no orna- 
mentation."—San Francisco Chronicle.

On the banks of the sound are fishee 
containing these ail important elements 
which are obtainable by the million for 
lie simple taking. Farmers are now 
aking them in wagon loads, and plants 
'or the manufacture of fertilisers are 
being established on the islands of the 
sound, whence it is intended to supply 
to western states with their product 
Che fishes used chiefly for this purpose 
are the starfish, of which 90 per cent 
s phosphate and lime, the dogfish and 
the dog salmon. 


Paddling a boat in shallow water at 


many points in the sound, the starfish 
are dug up -with a pitchfork three or 
our at a time and a boatload quickly 
gathered. The dogfish are caught by 
pearing at night, when they are at> 
racted by a light on the bow of the 
loat.

The new 
equipment will relieve the necessity 
ot three men and the expense ot ex- 
tra fuel and of the long distance 
laullng of coal will be dropped en- 
tirely. The new machinery which la 
now being placed for use consists of a 
new engine, one dynamo, two motors 
and tbe other equipment necessary 
'or au electrical piant. The new 
dynamo, which has a capacity of 500 
volw, Is being erected at the main 
waterworks station and will be oper- 
ated there to generate electricity, and 
tbe power will ba furnished by a new 
40-bone 
power Buckeye engine. 


The motors are of ten horse power 
each and will be placed, one at each 
of the auxiliary stations to tarnish 
power to pump water from tbe wells 
to the main reservoirs. 


The new equipment will be ready 


for operation within the next ten 
days or two weeks.

Both 
possess some intelligence, and both 
have folklore. 


The probability is that the use of 


cats as mice exterminators is com- 
paratively uiijueru and a cut-torn 
that originated in the Occident. The 
story of Whittingtoii's cat indicates 
that cats were scarce articles iu the 
rat infested islands of the east 
where tho London captain traded at 
the time the cat sold for four chests 
of gold. No one who likes cats and 
reads the story at this late day can 
refrain from a slight feeling of 
disappointment at Whittington's 
parting with his cat. He might not 
have been lord mayor of London if 
he had saved his feline friend from 
the fiery sun and high Bpiced meats 
of Cathay, but the chances are that 
he would have come to the front 
with meddling with politics. 


The Greeks were unquestionably 


overrun with mice and Bishop Hat- 
to had troubles of his own with the 
rats. The latter hard hearted prel- 
ate lost wealth, dignity and life, 
but the Greeks had a peaceable and 
gentlemanly method of dealing with 
mice that is rather unique. When 
a cellar or a granary was overrun 
with mice, the Greek superstition 
dictated that a letter be writteu in 
large, readable ancient Greek char- 
acters, with these words: 


"I adjure you, you mice, now pres- 


ent, neither to injure me nor to let 
others do so. I give you yonder 
field"—specifying one not too far 


Off_"and if ever I catch you here I 
swear by the mother of the gods I 
will tear you into seven pieces." 


The paper containing these words 


was to be placed ou a large rock in 
the field with the writing upper- 
most. It "was believed to be effica- 
cious, and no doubt there were cases 
that could be pointed to in proving 
the proposition. 


People of the present day, after 


waging fruitless and ineffectual war 
against the rats with poison and 
ice picks, sometimes try writing let- 
ters to them after the style of the 
Greek letter, although not in the 
same words. I have a case on unim- 
peachable authority, told me last 
week. It occurred in Milwaukee. 
A housekeeper on Grand avenue 
found that there were many rats in 
tho cellar and storeroom. She wrote 
a letter addressed to the rats, polite- 
ly calling their attention to the fact 
that their presence in the house 
was a great inconvenience. The let- 
ter pointed out that there was a feed 
store in the next block where they 
would attain better results with 
less work. Finally, the letter re- 
quested the rats to go as a personal 
favor. The letter was laid on tbe 
lower collar stair one eight. Nest 
day the rats had disappeared, and 
were seen no more. My informant 
did not profess to believe that the 
rats were accommodating enough 
to move their quarters because they 
understood that she wanted them to 
do so. Her theory was that seeing 
the white paper on tbe stair and 
taking it into their heads it might 
be gome now warlike stratagem di- 
rected against them tho rats deemed 
discretion the better part of valor, 
and left tbi? place. Rats, like all tbe 
rodents, are extremely suspicious.— 
Milwaukee Sentinel.

Funeral. 


Spain is indeed a queer country with 


regard to the burial of its great person- 
ages. Thus the famous Field Marshal 
Serano, duke de la Torre, who, after 
being prime minister of Queen Isabella, 
became president of the Spanish repub- 
lic, regent of the kingdom after the 
abdication of King Amadens am; then 
once more prime minister of King Al- 
fonso, whom he practically placed on 
the throne, has only recently been bur- 
ied, and that with considerable military 
pomp and ceremony, as befitted his 
rank. Yet he died 1 3 years ago, within 
a few hours of the late King Alfonso, 
who is almost universally believed to 
have been his son, and who bore to 
him a most striking resemblance. 


Had it not been for the practically 


simultaneous dsuth of King Alfonso 
Serano would have received it the 
time a magnificent stato funeral. But 
as it was his corpse was merely tempo- 
rarily placed in tho vaults of QUO of the 
JVIadrilene chmches without any fuss 
whatsoever, the obsequies of the king 
monopolizing all public attention.

Port Sunlight is a model village for 


working people situated about six 
railes from Liverpool and established 
sy the great manufacturing firm of 
-•ever Bros., who bailt it iu order to 
supply their numerous workmen with 
comfortable homes near tbe factories at 
a minimum of expense and also to en- 
deavor to make tbe whole system co-op- 
erative. 


The village is young, having been 


founded a little over ten years ago. The 
streets are laid out somewhat after the 
style of the prettier new American cit- 
es, with trees planted in the streets 
and lawns in front of the houses. There* 
are no aldermen to give away franchises 
regardless of tbe will of the people, nor 
are saloons at every corner. The homes 
of tbe workmen are modern and contain 
the luxuries of hot and cold water, gas 
— in fact, all scientific sanitary ar- 
rangements. Cozy fireplaces are in near- 
y every room, and all are neatly deco- 
yatcd. 


All this is given at a monthly rental 


of from $4 to f 6. Tbe rent includes gas 
and water and ia scarcely sufficient to 
seep the houses in repair. The employers 
and the employees govern the village, 
each department of the works electing 
six members to the village council. The 
village, moreover, offers all tbe social 
Features and advantages of a larger 
town in the way of clubs, churches, pub- 
lic buildings and free schools, which are 
maintained by the company. 


It costs a member but 24 cents a year 


£o join a club or society — tbe firm con- 
aributing three times as much — where he 
jss all the features of the modern club. 
All these items, if counted as a portion 
of the wages, would make them very 
high. An eight hour day prevaili This 
profit sharing scheme, the success or 
which is doe to good management, has 
resulted in great satisfaction to all con- 
cerned. 


New York's Labor Temple. 


The Central Labor union of New York 


has decided to erect a building for tbe 
use of labor organizations. George H. 
Warner, chairman of the temple com- 
mittee, said in his report at a recent 
meeting of the Central Labor union: 


"We want to begin with the purchase 


of building lots from a man who is a 
large employer and who has a big pay 
roll for a f 100, 000 labor temple. Our 
plan is to have a draft agreement for 
those who go with us iuto the plan as 
follows, after arranging for what is to be 
delivered: 'I hereby agree to accept 
three-fourths in legal tender and one- 
fourth in labor exchange tickets. ' 
' 'A depository or storehouse will be 


necessary, where scrip, wfcich will be 
given in place of money for work done 
can be deposited, to be exchanged for 
the necessaries of life with labor ex 
changes which already exist through 
ant the country. We can get through 
these 'exchanges canned goods, flour 
clothing, hats, shoes or anything else 
that is a necessity of life,. We could go 
further by this medium of exchange ant 
get luxuries. One branch of a labor ex 
change in tbe west did a business o 
|58, 000 in six months without legal ten 
der.

ields after the grain is harvested, any 
iroe in July, August or September, be- 
oro or after plowing — preferably after 
plowing if only one flooding can be ch- 
ained — the soil gets a sufficient store of 
moisture to curry the wheat plant safely 
through to late spring rains. 


My own experience ia as follows: The 


'all, winter and spring of 1895-6 were 
exceptionally dry in Dickinson county. 


'. sowed 30 acres cf wheat on land which 
iad been in potatoes and bad been thor- 
oughly soaked by irrigation during the 
atter part of July. Tbe potatoes were 
dng with a digger, which prepared tbe 
soil rather better tbau a plow. The 
wheat was sown between the 13tb and 
JOth of September. 
There were two 


ields. The one yielded over 26 bushels 
per acre and tbe otbe; over 38 bushels 
per acre. On an adjoining field, similar 
soil, wheat planted at the same time, 
under similar conditions, except that it 
was not irrigated, the crop was almost 
a complete failure, yielding only about 
four bushels of very light wheat per 
acre. So much for irrigating or flooding 
the land before sowing. 


There are portions of Kansas where, 


by a very little cost, ravines, creeks and 
rivers could be dammed and the flood 
waters of later June, July and August 
led upon the adjacent valleys and level 
reaches of land. I believe the effects of 
oae thorough soaking to be appreciable 
for more than one year. 


As to time of sowing, no definite rule 


can be given. All depends upon tbe con- 
dition of the soil and the presence of in- 
sects, from grasshoppers to chinch bugs. 
If the field has been plowed in July, 
sow the last week in September or tbe 
first two weeks in October. 


Catting Timothy Hay With • Binder. 
A southern Indiana correspondent of 


Rural New Yorker, writing on the sub 
ject of cutting bay with a binder, says: 


I never cut timothy hay with a bind- 


er but once, and then only a few acres. 
I could see no particular advantage in 
so doing, but many disadvantages. Om 
timothy falla down 6r lodges badly 
when there is a good crop, and it would 
be very bard work on team and man to 
cut it with a binder. The shocking also 
requires a good deal of labor, and the 
handling then must be done witb men 
and forks, and tbe buying thus progress- 
es slowly. We prefer to cut with a Eu- 
reka six foot machine aud take it up 
witb the hay loader, never windrowing 
or shocking our hay in the field. We 
usually cut evenings and mow it away 
tbe day following. When timothy is 
thin and stands up straight and mc«, 
and one has a binder tbat he can set to 
cut low down, it might ba used in mak- 
ing hay, but I wouldn't consider it ad- 
visable to do so as a matter of econo- 
my or to expedite the harvest. I have 
known a few of my ueigiibors to try 
their binders in the bayfield, but one 
experiment seems to satisfy them, and 
I know of no one who uses the binder 
in haying except to cut seed.

Remedy For the Melon touw. 


The only known remedy for the mel- 


on loose, so destructive last season, is 
bisulphide of carbou. Farm Journal 
tells bow to xiso it: Fasten a piece of 
rag, sponge or cotton batting to a stick, 
dip it in the liquid and push the other 
cm! of the stick into the center of the 
hill. Placer over this at once a tent of 
paper or oilecl muslin tmrl let it remaiu 
two hours. The liquid is volatile and 
its fames heavy. Th>y will fill the tent 
with a deadly gas and destroy every 
louse. 


These pests usually appciir at first oil 


hills hero arid there over a field, and 
from these spread in a cireh: outward, 
finally involving the whole patch. By 
keeping a sharp watch and treating 
these few hills the whole crop may be 
saved. The presence of the lic-e may bo 
detected by tbe inward curl of the leaves 
and their dirty, dark greet] color. The 
lice being on the underside and shield- 
ed by the curl of the leaves, it is almost 
impossible to reach them by any form 
of spray.

Tope much of the deafness is hereditary. 
Dr. James Kctr Love of Glasgow re- 
cently read a paper on deafness before 
tho Royal society of Edinburgh, from 
which it appears that congenital deaf- 
ness may be either hereditary iu the di- 
rect lino or in collateral branches, and 
that it depends on not one. but many 
anatomical defects. Intermarriage of 
deaf persons perpetuates lint doos not 
accentuate the tendency of deafness. 
The heai ing brothers auel sifters of deaf 
mutes are as likely to have deaf rnuUi 
offspring as if they had been deaf mutes 
themselves. Consanguinity of parents 
empha«3y.o» family defects, aud in thi- 
way many cases of congenital deafness 
occur. One of tin; inejst singular points 
of Dr. Love's paper was tin- assertion 
that tho state had tho richt to control 
tho marriage of peryms belonging to 
families badlv tainted with duit'uess.

"dangerono."' He lives a life of freedom, 
whereas the heir is, by the custom of 
the Ottomans, a kind of life prisoner.

time be drives out ho is escorted by a 
troop, less by way of an escort than as 
a guard. The few who do know him 
liko him. for he is said to be a coui- 
teous, humane, well informed man, ac- 
quainted with cm-rout politics and keen- 
ly interested in them. He is a good 
farmer. The pretty palace known as the 
Tcberagau is bis residence. Of course 
Rechad's visitors are searched befora 
they are admitted and wben they are 
leaving by the sultan's officials. Dur- 
ing times of trouble an Armenia, Con- 
stantinople and Crete Recbad is more 
narrowly watched than ever, fr.. tho 
sultan and his clique know that Rcchad 
is popular. Unlike the sultan, Rechitd is 
caio of tho most hawit-ciiie men iu Con- 
stantinople. 


An Extraordinary Migration. 


One of tlift greatest mysteries to scien-
